Continuing, Mr. Anewalt declar- 
ed that all the fine arguments in- 
cluding the important ones of 
heavier loading and all year round 
movement of oranges cannot be 


used in behalf of other perish- 
ables. “It may be that freight 
rate consideration will not be 


given to those,” he said. Especial- 
ly does this appear to be the case 
on grapes, the greater movement 
of which is not the table grape, 
and the other grapes represent 
the largest item of deciduous east- 
bound movement. : 

“This movement comes to the 
carriers with a rush, and for a 
comparatively short perfod of 
time. That requires an unusual 
effort and costs to expedite the 
movement of equivment, to pre- 
pare with ice supply, to send that 
supply from one icing point to 
another. Practically 60 per cent 
of this equipment has to be han- 
dled empty westward at that time 
for a distance of over 2,000 miles 
in order to reasonably protect the 
industry.” 

The official said it may be that 
California is raising too much of 
certain products, and that will de- 
velop soon. “Then,” he said, “let 
us try to solve some of our prob- 
lems in some other way, and one 
way is a greater diversification in 
farming.’ 

Lessons, ‘he said, had ‘been 
taught in cotton production, one 
nearly so in lemons, and another 
in the middlewest is wheat. He 
said the past shipping season had 
been satisfactory from a_ trans- 
portation point of view, and with 
additional equipment, double track

THE CHRISTMAS TREE 


The use of the Christmas tree 
originated among the Germans 
and 
in the north of Europe. A large 
yew bough is erected, hung with 
presents and illuminated with can- 
dies, as is done with us. In Eng- 
land, Christmas has always been 
a noted religious and merry fes- 
tivak The revels used to begin 
on Christmas eve and continue of- 
ten tili Candlemas, every day 
a holiday till January 
Twelfthnight. In the houses 
the nobles a “Lord of Misrule 
or “Abbott of Unreason,”’ was ap- 
pointed “to make the rarest pas- 
times to delight the beholder,” 
and whose authority lasted from 
“All-hallow eve,” October 31, till 
Candlemas day, February 2. 

A soused boar’s head, borne in 
great state and solemnity ‘upon 
a silver plate with minstrelsie” to 
the principal table, was the first 
famous Christmas dish. It is the 
tradition that a student at Queen’s 
College, Oxford, while on a walk, 
reading Aristotle, being suddenly 
and furiously attacked by a _ wild 
rammed his book into the 
animal's throat, crying “Graecum 
and choked him to death. 
This dish commemorates his valor. 

The custom of decorating houses 
and with evergreens is 
derived from the practices of the 
ancient Druids. Ivy, mistletoe, 
holly, rosemary, bays and laurel 
are the favorite trimmings. It was 
old belief that sylvan. spirits 
sheltered themselves in evergreens 
unnipped by frosts until the com- 
ing of the springtime. Garlands 
were worn about the head, and | 
hence the phrases “kiss under the 
rose” and “whisper under the mis- 
tletoe.” Holly and ivy in Eng- 
land, in this country, are the 
favorite evergreens, though the 
windows of the chapels of the 
two great English universities are 
decked with laurel. It an 
cient superstition, which some old 
people may still remember as the 
tradition of their early days, that 
at midnight on Christmas eve the 
oxen always fall on their knees; 
and it added that per- 
son who attempted to watch the 
ceremony returned = alive. This 
tradition comes from prevalent 
notion of the Middle that 
an ox and an ass present at the 
Nativity fell upon their knees in 
a suppliant position. The ancient 
prints and old Latin poem of 
the fifteenth century commemorate 
this belief. There is tra- 
dition that in the churchyard at 
Glastonbury Abbey was a famous 
hawthorn, that 
the 24th and 
25th of December, and that after 
the change from the old to the 
new style of calendar it still con- 
tinued the
